Lu the first place, old men 
of 70 marry girls at 14 years of age, and 
in some instsatices they give the parents 
of the child a cow or un old gun. or some 
other trifling thing. [ao the next place, 
a man will marry a girl, aud that girl's 
bretber will marry ber busband's daugb 
ter, and very frequeatly a men marries 
two er three sisters; but, werst of all. 
many go so far as to marry a and 
ber daughter. or duugbters, as the cuse 
may be. Again, the missionaries from 
there to the old couatries urge the emi- 
gration, especially tbat of the females; 
aod many woueo have, when they bad 
not sufficient means to emigrate with their 
whole family, emigrated with thei: 
daughters, and leit their husbands and 
the reat of the family to loilow them tbe 
next year, or as soon after as they can 
procure the means. lu many instances 
when the man gets there be fiads out 
that his wife is mirried to another man, 
and should be be so fertun te as to get 
there with his wife, be bas to keep one 
eye open all the time, or he will lose ber, 
especially if she bus the uppearance of 
being asmart weman; for I can assure 
you that they are u set of old men, wilh 
one leg in the grave and the other out. 
crawling round after women, and should 
they see one that they think they would 
like, they will teil tbe poor woman that 
her husband cant save her, and persuade 
her to get a man higher in priesthood thun 
her husband. and these old cripples often 
tucceed in getting her away, aud the poor 
man can’t help bimsell. It is the order 
of the kingdom of their God. 

I bave told you bow they marry. I 
will now tell yeu how some of trem 
live. I will speak of those in the neigb- 


borbood I lived. Three of my nearest 


neighbors were polygamists—one un old 
man who had no children; be lived pret- 


ia 7 fair with his women.

One young woman 
tbat we were acquainted with went and 
listened one digt at the window of the 
otber wife of ber husband. and bea. d 
something that sbe did not like. She up 
with her fist and broke ulmost every 
pane of glass iu the frame, und for the 
panes she broke her wages was several 
of her teeth knocked out. Ob Zion. 
when I think of thee! A sister of one ot 
the apostles hus no less than four bus- 
baods. and all living. Women there. it 
they don't like their husbands. go to 
Brotber Brigham, and be gives them a 
bill of divorce. for which he charges ten 
dollars, which ber late busband bas to 
pay. and culls that bis pocket money. 

Mr. W., I can assure you that there is 
not that happy swile there upon a wom- 
an's countenance which characterizes an 
Engliss woman. Many of then). as soon 
as they get there begin to peep through 
the wool that bas been drawn over their 
eyes, probably for years, and some of 
them come ont and say Mormonism in 
Utab, and Morwonism in England bas 
no comparison. I found it so, long be- 
fore I got to Salt Lake. but I wonld 
liked to have found it out before I lef 
my home. At any rate I am quite sati«- 
fied now, and have come to this conelu- 
sion. that if God owns that people, the 
devil owns the best.
